I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  for  the  year  1948. 

This  was  a memorable  year  in  the  history  of  the  Health  Services  of  this  country. 
The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  came  into  operation  on  5th  July,  1948,  the 
working  of  which  is  being  observed  with  so  much  interest  by  other  countries.’ 

Through  this  Act,  the  North  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  assumed 
responsibility  for  providing  hospital  accommodation,  including  that  for  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  occurring  in  your  District,  and  the  County  Council  became  the  Authority  for 
diphtheria  immunisation. 

This  year  is  also  of  particular  interest  to  workers  in  the  field  of  Public  Health  as 
it  marks  the  centenary  of  the  appointment  of  the  first  full  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  the  year  under  review  the  health,  as  indicated  by  the  various  statistics  for  the 
District,  compared  favourably  with  that  of  recent  years.  There  was  no  undue  incidence 
of  infectious  disease. 

I welcome  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  officials  of  the  District  and  the  staff 
for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  efficient  service.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  light  land  in  the  Maulden,  Clophill,  Flitwick  area  is  good  market  gardening 
soil,  and  this  is  the  main  occupation  within  these  villages.  The  Marston  Valley  and 
London  Brick  Company  are  the  largest  employers  in  the  brick  area  around  Marston, 
Ridgmont,  Cranfield,  Lidlington  and  Houghton  Conquest. 

In  these  and  all  areas  other  forms  of  agriculture  claim  a large  share  of  workers, 
and  there  are  the  Bovril  and  Ebonite  Powder  Works  at  Houghton  Conquest  ; Production 
Tool  Factory  at  Harlington  ; and  Brush  Works  and  Timber  Yard  at  Flitwick,  also  giving 
employment. 

The  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  transferred  to  Silsoe  from  York- 
shire continues  to  employ  a large  staff,  some  housed  in  prefabricated  bungalows  at 
Flitwick  and  Westoning. 

There  are  good  bus  and  train  services  from  the  larger  villages  to  the  adjacent  towns 
of  Luton  and  Bedford,  and  many  travel  daily  to  their  work  from  this  district  to  the  town 
factories. 

Unemployment  during  the  year  has  been  negligible.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 


1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  situated  in  the  Town 
Hall,  Luton. 

This  Service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  acting  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  is  free  of  charge  to  the  local  Authority. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  this  Service  is  to  co-operate  with  General  Practitioners 
and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases.  For  these  purposes  the  laboratory  will  undertake  the  examination  of  material, 
e.g.  throat  swabs,  sputa,  faeces,  urine  and  blood  from  any  patient  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  a communicable  infection,  or  of  being  a carrier.  All  General  Practitioners  in  the 
District  have  been  acquainted  of  these  facilities.  It  is  intended  that  this  Service  shall 
in  the  future  deal  with  all  Public  Health  work  of  his  nature.

2.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily  met 
the  demands  that  are  occurring.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours,  and  is  free  of 
charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  or  sitting-case  car  transport 
is  available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals 
and  Clinics,  at  which  attendance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical 

treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be  made 
by  a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  Authorised  Person.  This  should  be  to  the  nearest 

depot. 

/ 

Out-patients  of  Hospitals  using  public  transport  are  re-imbursed  their  travelling 
expenses  by  the  Hospital  Authorities. 

The  Sendee  now  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals  of  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  disease. 
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3.  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  the  County  Council  became  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  this  Service,  and  from  5th  July,  the  nurses  and  midwives  in  the 
District  became  the  employees  of  the  County  Council. 

Direct  administration  is  by  the  Northern  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Only  minor  alterations  have  been  necessary  in  the  staff  and  nursing  districts.  1 he 
nurses  are  qualified  both  in  nursing  and  midwifery,  acting  as  nurse  midwives  and  with 
the  exception  of  Nurse  McEnroe,  each  has  a motor  car.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  supplied  from  three  sources  : — 

1.  Aspley  Guise  Water  Works — supplying  twenty-one  parishes. 

It  is  obtained  from  a green-sand  source  by  bore-holes  and  chlorinated 
before  delivery  to  the  mains. 

2.  Ampthill  U.D.C.  Water  Works  at  Clophill — supplying  three  parishes 
This  is  also  obtained  from  a green-sand  source  by  bore-holes  and  is 
softened,  chlorinated  and  filtered  before  delivery  to  the  mains. 

3.  The  Duke  of  Bedford’s  Water  Works  at  Husborne  Crawley— supplying 
two  parishes. 

All  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  connection  with  supply  (3),  are  owned 
by  the  Council  and  the  only  parishes  not  so  supplied  are  Higham  Gobion,  Potsgrove 
and  Battlesden.  These  are  small  parishes  with  a total  estimated  joint  population  of 
185,  but  the  Council  has  the  matter  constantly  under  review  and  will  give  a supply  when 
conditions  permit. 


The  results  of  chemical  examinations  are  available  only  for  supplies  (1)  and  (2)  and

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The  results  of  these  chemical  examinations,  together  with  those  of  Quarterly  samples 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination — none  of  which  contained  cohform  bacilli  in 
100  c.c.’s— indicated  a pure  and  wholesome  water  supply,  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes. 

The  water  from  the  Ampthill  U.D.C.  is  moderately  hard  and  that  from  Aspley 
Guise  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  in  view  of  which  the  use  of  lead  piping  is  not  allowed 
in  the  area  supplied  by  Aspley  Guise  Water  Works. 

The  supply  was  also  adequate  in  quantity. 

Public  Wells.  1 

An  examination  of  the  supply  from  the  public  well  at  Ridgmont  was  made  and  it 
was  found  that  some  pollution  was  occurring,  consequently  the  Council  took  steps  to 
close  it.  An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  London  & Devon  Estates  Co.,  for  supplying 
the  population  in  Station  Road  and  Lidds  Hill  from  the  Estates  mains. 

Samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  15  private  wells  with  the 

following  results  : — 

Good — 6. 

Unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  9. 

Borehole  Proposed  for  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering,  Silsoe. 

Notice  was  received  of  the  intention  of  a Government  department  to  sink  a bore 
tube  in  the  Silsoe  area  which  area  is  covered  by  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  the  Water 
Act,  1945. 

The  Council  considered  this  in  conjunction  with  the  report  of  their  consultants 
and  it  was  decided  to  oppose  the  proposal  on  the  grounds  that  any  water  required  in 
this  area  could  be  supplied  from  the  Council’s  new  source  as  and  when  this  was  required. 

Various  meetings  were  arranged  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  supply  required 
shall  be  taken  from  the  Council’s  supply  mains. 

Extensions. 

The  following  extensions  to  the  water  supply  mains  have  been  carried  out  during 

the  year  : — 

Marston,  718  yards  ; Harlington,  140  yards  ; Houghton  Conquest,  233  yards.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Public  Enquiry  into  Scheme  No.  1 was  held  in  November,  1946,  and  the  Council 
was  notified  that  tenders  may  be  obtained  after  31st  March,  1949. 

The  Scheme  Covers  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington. 

Preliminary  work  on  Scheme  No.  2 embracing  Maulden,  Clophill,  Silsoe,  Flitton 
and  Pulloxhill  has  been  continued,  and  the  Council’s  Engineering  Consultants  are  going 
into  the  question  of  sewering  the  remaining  18  parishes. 

At  present  three  parishes  have  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works,  namely,  Asplev 
Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn.  J K * 
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The  two  former  are  combined  with  Woburn  Sands  of  the  Newport  Pagnell  R.D.C., 
in  the  County  of  Buckingham,  and  the  works  are  operated  by  the  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley 
Heath  & Woburn  Sands  Joint  Committee.  Certain  works  are  necessary  to  make  the 
plant  adequate  for  present  needs.  The  Committee’s  Consultants  have  submitted  a 
report,  and  an  application  has  been  lodged  for  loan  sanction  for  carrying  out  the  work. 

Sewers  were  laid  on  the  new  estates  and  small  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  were  installed 
and  in  each  case  separate  sewers  were  provided  to  deal  with  storm  water. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1,674  yards  of  soil  sewer  and  1,805  yards  of  storm  water 
sewer  of  various  sizes  were  laid. 

In  addition  three  additional  small  sewage  plants  were  constructed. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  parishes  without  sewers,  the  larger  houses  have  water  closets  discharging 
into  cesspools.  In  all  other  cases,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  cottages  have  earth 
closets.  The  exceptions  are  privy  type  closets,  which  by  reason  of  their  isolated  position 
or  for  other  reasons  have  not  yet  been  converted. 

In  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn,  the  houses  have  water  closets,  except 
for  outlying  properties,  and  four  cottages  in  Aspley  Guise  which  have  earth  closets. 

All  houses  on  the  new  Council  Estates  have  water  closets,  and  where  there  are  no 
sewers,  small  disposal  works  or  cesspools  have  been  provided. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

At  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath,  Flitwick,  Harlington,  Westoning  and  Woburn, 
the  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  continued.  In  all  other  parishes  a 
visit  was  made  at  approximately  quarterly  intervals  for  the  collection  of  indestructible 
refuse. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with  motor  vehicles.  Tipping  on  three 
tips  was  controlled,  and  the  Council  had  a Contract  for  the  destruction  of  rats  with  the 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  Flies  are  kept  down  by  tip  dressing. 

The  emptying  of  closet  pails  was  continued  in  the  8 parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westoning, 
Harlington,  Lidlington,  Clophill,  Maulden,  Milton  Bryan  and  Eversholt  ; the  service 
was  also  extended  to  Flitton,  Pulloxhill,  Ridgmont,  Tingrith  and  Silsoe,  thus  thirteen 
parishes  are  now  covered  by  the  system,  three  have  a full  sewerage  service,  leaving 
thirteen  parishes  to  be  dealt  with.  These  are  added  in  order  of  greatest  necessity,  as 
labour  and  vehicles  become  available. 

On  the  light  soil  some  farmers  and  market  gardeners  are  prepared  to  find  the  straw 
to  form  lagoons  onto  which  night  soil  and  cesspool  content  are  discharged.  When 
rotted,  this  compost  forms  useful  manure,  but  on  the  heavy  clay  soils  very  few  farmers 
will  co-operate. 

Four  vacuum  tank  motor  emptiers  are  operated  by  Council’s  labour,  and  delivery 
of  two  additional  vehicles  is  awaited.  Suitable  labour  for  this  type  of  work  is  still  not 

easy  to  obtain. 

In  October,  the  Council  considered  a report  on  the  arrangements  for  the  collection 
of  refuse  throughout  the  district  with  a view  to  augmenting  the  service  and  in  this  con- 
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nection  a report  was  drawn  up  to  cover  a collection  of  household  refuse  on  a fortnightlv 
basis  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  district. 

Following  the  Council’s  instructions  two  additional  vehicles  were  purchased  and 
it  is  hoped  to  augment  the  service  when  the  labour  position  becomes  easier.

Sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  assistants  are  provided  at  all  shops,  with  the 
exception  of  five  lock-up  premises,  the  occupiers  of  which  hold  certificates  of  exemption 
under  Section  10/2  and  (6)  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  suitable  conveniences  being  available 
within  a reasonable  distance. 

Ventilation  and  heating  of  shops  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  take  action  under  Circular  1600  with  regard  to  offices.

10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

t 

(a)  Public. 

There  are  no  pools  owned  by  the  Local  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

There  are  three  baths,  at  Eversholt,  Husborne  Crawley  and  Woburn,  privately 
owned  by  the  Duke  of  Bedford.  The  first  mentioned  is  fed  from  a lake,  the  water  being 
changed  at  intervals,  and  chlorinated  by  spraying  the  surface  and  agitating  the  water. 
Three  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  showed  coliform  bacilli  present. 
The  management  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Parish  Council. 

Husborne  Crawley. — This  Bath  is  fed  from  the  private  Husborne  Crawley  Water 
supply,  and  the  water  is  completely  changed  at  fortnightly  periods.  At  intermediate 
intervals  water  flows  in  at  low  levels,  allowing  floating  debris  and  leaves  to  pass  out 
through  the  overflow. 

At  the  week-end  the  water  is  chlorinated,  and  on  alternate  days  during  the  week, 
half  the  dosage  of  chlorine  is  added  to  the  water. 

Woburn. — A similar  Bath  to  the  last  mentioned;  it  is  filled  from  the  main  water 
supply,  chlorinated  by  hand  as  described  previously,  and  the  water  changed  periodically. 

These  baths  are  used  by  the  Parishioners,  and  are  also  being  utilised  by  the  Educa- 
tion Authority  for  imparting  swimming  instruction  to  School  children.  Motor  Coaches 
convey  the  children  from  the  village  schools  to  the  baths  during  the  summer  term. 

It  was  chiefly  on  this  account  that  the  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  ; 
further  samples  will  be  taken  when  it  is  hoped  that  better  results  will  be  seen. 

Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Two  private  schools — Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park,  for  girls,  and  the  Knoll  School, 
Aspley  Heath,  for  boys — have  pools  for  the  use  of  scholars.  The  former  is  fed  from  a 
natural  spring,  giving  a continuous  flow.  The  latter  is  filled  from  the  Council’s  mains 
and  is  periodically  emptied  and  cleansed. 


11.  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1 . (a)  No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested.

5.  To  prevent  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  premises  are  re-inspected  and  the 
tenants  advised  and  supervised. 
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HOUSING 

The  owners  of  70  houses  had  their  attention  drawn  to  the  absence  of  information 
required  by  Statute  in  the  Rent  Books,  the  owners  of  34  houses  were  supplied  with  the 
“ permitted  number  ” of  occupants  for  inclusion  in  the  rent  books. 

Twenty-three  houses,  accommodating  25  families,  continued  under  requisition 
to  the  Council. 

Three  hundred  and  eleven  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied,  bringing 
the  post  war  total  to  441,  and  with  the  pre-wyar  houses  to  793. 


HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

Details  with  regard  to  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  continued,  and  the  records  of  the 
5,208  houses  inspected  proved  very  valuable  when  the  Council  were  considering  the 
respective  merits  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses. 

Statutory  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  28  premises  under  Section  93,  and  in 
regard  to  two  premises  under  Section  39,  Public  Health  Act  1936,  also  one  under  Sec.  9, 
Housing  Act  1936. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

198  persons  are  on  the  Register  including  7 retailers  from  premises  outside  the 
district  ; 126  are  wholesale  cowkeepers  and  72  retailers.  Twenty  of  the  latter  keep  no 
cows. 

There  were  3 new  registrations  and  one  gave  up  the  trade. 

One  retailer  is  licensed  to  bottle  and  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  ; three  are  licensed 
to  sell  T.T.  and  Pasteurised  Milk  purchased  in  bottles,  and  one  outside  the  district 
has  a supplementary  license  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  in  this  District. 

A total  of  48  Producers  are  licensed  to  produce  Specially  Designated  Milk,  31 
Tuberculin  Tested  and  17  Accredited. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  foods. 

22\  lbs.  beef,  13  lbs.  mutton,  90  lbs.  pork,  33  lbs.  bacon,  4J  lbs.  offals,  \\  lbs.  cheese, 
12  lbs.  flour,  1 bushel  whelks,  6 tins  meat,  15  tins  fruit,  14  tins  milk,  4 tins  fish,  1 tin 
beans,  1 tin  dried  eggs,  2 tins  syrup,  6 packets  rusk,  2 packets  scone  mixture,  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Five  new  registrations  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  were  made.  One  sample  of  ice 
cream  for  bacteriological  examination  gave  a grade  1 result,  and  one  a grade  2. 

Seven  new  slaughtermen  were  licensed  to  slaughter  and  stun  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act  1933,  and  twenty  licenses  were  renewed. 

The  license  of  one  slaughterhouse  was  renewed.

Small  Pox. — No  cases  have  been  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Ten  cases,  as  compared  with  fifty-eight  in  the  previous  year,  were 
notified,  seven  of  whom  were  removed  and  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  either  at 
Oakley,  Spittlesea  or  Steppingley.  The  parishes  showing  the  highest  incidence  were 
Aspley  Guise,  Clophill,  Cranfield.  All  cases  recovered. 

Diphtheria.— Three  cases  were  notified.  Two  of  the  cases  were  brother  and  sister. 
All  were  adults  and  recovered  satisfactorily.

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ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Service  Act  1946  on  5th  July  of  this  year, 
the  County  Council  assumed  responsibility  for  the  functioning  of  a scheme  under  which 
facilities  are  available  for  children  of  all  ages  to  obtain  this  important  preventive  treat- 
ment free  of  charge,  either  from  the  family  doctor  at  his  surgery,  or  from  a medical  officer 
at  any  of  the  Welfare  Centres  or  schools  within  the  County.
